Destroyed was the large barn, drive 
shed and grain bins; also the feed 
bunks and corral fences, together 
with the contents consisting of cut- 
ting box, drive belt, sleigh and 
rack, and a quantity of lumber, har- 
ness, ete, 

While most of the grain was 
saved, approximately 1,000 bushels 


ot barley was either scorched or 
burned, and 13 pigs were lost, 
Awakened from their sleep at 


1:40 a.m. by Sam Devine, who with 
Jay Tuggle was returning from Cal- 
gary and noticed the fire from the 
highway, Mr. Thomas and son Ron- 
ald first thought of the safety 
of the cattle in the corrals adjoin- 
ing the barn, but were relieved to 
find that Mr. Devine, Mr. Tuggle 
and Mr, Pete Schmidt of Carstairs 
had opened the corral gates and 
driven them to safety, 

Mr. Walter Scheidt Jr. was also 
on the job and Alfred and Charlie 
Snyder arrived a few minutes later 
and helped to prevent the fire from 
spreading to adjacent buildings. 

As Mr. Thomas passed the phone 
in his house he rang the alarm 
which was heard by Mrs, Neil Me- 
Kay and Mrs, Charlie Snyder, who 
phoned central office and the statf 
rang the alarm on the 600° line, 
bringing 25 neighbors and friends

The weekly report issued by the 
Western Canada Petroleum  Asso- 
ciation gives some interesting news 
on the Winchell Coulee “wet gas” 
discovery well in the Cremona area. 
The report says: 


“The Winchell Coulee wildcat in 
the Alberta Foothills Belt that three 
weeks ago discovered natural gas 
and distillate in the Cardium sand. 
Stone, is believed to have fully pen- 
etrated the Cardium formation and 
is currently heading down in search 
of its lower objectives. The well is 
being drilled by Canadian Delhi 
Oil Limited on farmout lands from 
Britalta Petroleums Limited at a lo- 
cation 25 miles northwest of Cal- 
gary. 

“Only production at the well came 
from the top ten-foot interval in the 
Cardium during drillstem test from 
§,236 to 5,246 feet. Other tests in 
the Cardium failed to yield gas or 
distillate and was also free of 
water. Some 400 feet of Cardium 
sand is present at the discovery 
well. The discovery drillstem test 
gave up a flow of natural gas in 
2's minutes at maximum rate of 
3,000,000 cubic feet daily through 
one-half inch choke, and was con- 
tinuing to build up at the end of 
the 45 minute test. Throughout the 
test there was a spray of distillate 
to the surface and pipe recovery 
was 130 feet of distillate that rated 
a gravity in excess of 60 degrees 
API. 

“The well's next prospect is the 
Jumping Pound sand which is ex 
pected within another 500 to 600 
| feet if it is present. Current depth 
of the well is 5.668 feet. Hole will 
| be carried down to test all forma 
tions to and including the Madison 
limestone,”

TESTING GRAIN AT HOME 

Requests for germination at the 
Dominion Plant Products Division, 
Calgary, are increasing daily. Seed | 
offered for sale must be tested by 
the Plant Products Division, but 
farmers who intend to use their 
own grain for seed can help to re- 
lieve the pressure by testing it at 
home. 

J.E. Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
improvement, Alberta Department | 
of Agriculture, suggests a simple! 
method for home germination tests. 
Plant 100 seeds half an inch deep | 
in a flower pot or other container, 
he advises, Keep the soil moist, and 
at room temperature, At the end of 
12 days a count of the emerged 
plants will give you the percentage 
of germination. Make sure that you 
have an average sample for testing. 
Don't take it off the top of the bin. 

One other thing that must be 
kept in mind is that damp grain 
will not grow readily. Mr, Birdsall | 
suggests that unless your grain 
Was threshed dry you take two, 
samples for testing. Plant the first 
100 seeds immediately. Spread the 
other sample where it can be ail 
dried at room temperature for sev: | 
eral days, At the end of that time, 
plant the dried grain and after 12; 
days count the emerged plants, 

A comparison of the two tests | 
will show whether or not the grow: | 
ing ability of your grain has been | 
affected by its moisture content. If | 
the undried sample germinates | 
well, the grain in the bin is proba- 
bly suitable for seed, If this sample 
is low in germination but the dried 
sample is up to expectations, the 
grain from which the samples were 
taken will have to be dried before 
you can depend on it for seed, If 
you are not able to dry it, you 
should look elsewhere for seed, 

Remember that samples sent for 
germination tests to the Plant Pro- 
ducts Division are dried at the Lab. | 
oratory before testing. If damp, the | 
bulk of the grain from which the 
sample was taken is not likely to | 
grow nearly so well as the test in- 
dicates unless it is dried before 
planting.

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EFFECT OF 2,4-D ON 
OAT AND BARLEY CROPS 


The herbicide 2,4-D, while selec- 
tive in action, will, when applied 
in sufficient quantity at certain 
stages of growth, cause injury to 
cereal crops. 

During the last three years the 
Experimental Farm at Brandon, 
Manitoba, has conducted an experi- 
ment to determine the best stage 
of growth at which to spray the oat 
and barley crops. For this purpose 
Ajax oats and Plush barley were 
the varieties used, 

These crops were sprayed at in- 
tervals of three to four days from 
pre-emergence up to the time head 
ing was completed. Butyl ester 2,4. 
D at rates of 4, 6 and 8 ounces acid 
equivalent per acre was applied in 
a water spray. Growth stage of 
plants and weather conditions were 
recorded at the time of each treat-

In the normal growing season of 
1949 injury to barley plants was 


| pronounced at two distinctive per- 
| iods of growth, namely from emer. 


gence to five inches in height, and 
from late shot blade until heads 
had fully emerged. Crop treated 
just as head emerged was so sever. 
ely injured that the yield was re. 
duced from 47 to 14 bushels per 
acre, The oats crop sustained in- 
jury at approximately the same 
Stages as the barley but to a lesser 
degree. 

Both crops showed less harmful 
effects during the wet cool season 
of 1950. What damage there was 
occurred at about the same stages 
of growth as in the previous year, 
but in this year the oats crop was 
considerably more sensitive to the 
chemical than the barley. 

The 1951 season was extremely 
dry and cool. Barley plants appear. 
ed much less sensitive to the herbi. 
cide than in the two previous years.
